NOTIFIED OFNOMINATION 


NV. J. Bryan Formally Informed 
by Chairman Clayton. 


TAKES PLACE AT LINCOLN 


Larga N um ber of Paopla A ttend at the 
C apital City of N ebraska C erem onies 
In C onnection W ith Official Duties 
of C om m ittee. 


Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 12.—Colonel Ma­ 
lone's battery went into action at sun­ 
rise and with a booming salute of 
forty-one guns announced to the na­ 
tion that the ceremonies attending 
the notification of William Jennings 
Bryan of bls nomination for the pres- 
tdency lur the third time had been 
opened. 
The notification of Mr. Bryan and 
the delivery of his speech of accept-, 
unce brought to Lincoln an imposing 
gathering of distinguished men, and 
men of prominence of both the Re-: 
publican and Democratic parties.* for 
Mr. Bryan and his friends followed 
the novel course of making the noti-i 
ftcatlon celebration a non-partisan af-! 
fair in every respect. 
State officials, ! 
members of the legislature from both 
turtles, partook in the doings of the! 
day to honor Nebraska’s leading cit-! 
izen as a man and a citizen, aud not 
alone as the leader of a great political 
party. 
The Three Important Features. 
The three features of leading im- j 
portance were the speeches of Mr.; 
Bryan, John W. Kern, candidate for 
vice president, and Congressman H. 
D. Clayton 
of Alabama, permanent 
chairman of the Democratic national 
convention, who headed the notifica­ 
tion committee and delivered an able 
address of notification. 
The speeches wert* delivered from 
a platform seating 200 
people 
and 
adorned with American flags erected 
on the north side of the state capitol 


or the difficulties attending outdoor 
speaking before a large gathering. He 
spoke with frequent gesture, and his 
voice carried well to the outskirts of 
the crowd. 
At the close of the formal notifi­ 
cation programme Mr. Bryan, accom­ 
panied by Mrs. Bryan, other members 
of his family, members of the notifi­ 
cation committee and prominent cit-j 
izens of Nebraska and other states, j 
proceeded 
Inside 
the 
state 
capitol 
building, where, in one of the legis­ 
lative chambers, Mr. Bryan held an 
informal reception. 
Committee Dined at Fairview. 
At 6:30 in the evening the notifica­ 
tion committee arrived at Mr. Bryan's 
home, Fairview, where, on the lawn, 
the candidate tendered them an elab­ 
orate dinner. 
At the conclusion of 
this parading bands marched by and sa­ 
luted Mr. Bryan and his guests, and 
brilliant displays of fireworks by en­ 
thusiastic Lincoln citizens marked the 
close of the day’s festivities. 
Lincoln enjoyed a day probably such 
as it never had before, for no 
pre­ 
vious notification was ever attended 
by so comprehensive a celebration. 
The business men of the city co-op­ 
erated with the duly appointed offi­ 
cials in making the day a gala time 
In every detail. 
American flags and 
bunting were everywhere, and as early 
as IO o'clock in the morning public 
band concerts were held In the cap­ 
itol grounds and In Government square. 
At noon a luncheon was tendered Mr. 
Bryan, Mr. Kern and the notifica­ 
tion committee at the Lincoln hotel. 
It was almost tw'o hours later when 
the committee, accompanied by Mr. 
Bryan and Mr. Kern, were escorted in 
carriages to the capitol grounds by 
a procession, headed by a platoon of 
police and the Nebraska state band.

Report of credentials committee was 
adoptaed without amendment and ad­ 
journment taken until 3 o’clock.

Recommending legislation to protect 
rice growers against over-charges by 
canal companies for water they use in 
irrigating their crops and protecting 
oil operators from over charges by 
pipe line companies. 
Recommending revision of civil and 
criminal laws to get speedier and just­ 
er administration justice in courts of 
Texas. 
Endorsing national Democratic nom­ 
inees. 
Endorsing official acts of Governor 
Campbell and Thirtieth legislature. 


Speeches Made. 
Dallas, Aug. 12.—The entire time of 
the morning session of the Texas state 
Republican organization 
Wednesday 
was devoted to speechmaking, the res­ 
olutions committee not being ready to 
report. 
All speakers predicted the Re­ 
publican national ticket w’ould receive 
a large majority in the

A letter from J. S. Harlan, a mem­ 
ber of the commission, came to Mrs. 
William Ryan Snyder, whose activi­ 
ties caused his assistance of the May­ 
wood Philanthropic society, promising 
his assistance in obtaining transporta­ 
tion to California for Harry F. Post 
Although provision for such emergen­ 
cies is made in the interstate 
com­ 
merce law, this part of the 
act 
has 
never been invoked heretofore. 
Until he was stricken with tuber­ 
culosis Post was a florist at Maywood. 
Driven to California in his fight for 
health, he sought to sell the green­ 
houses, and was lured back east by a 
Kansas City man who was found to 
have nothing to offer hut $300 in notes 
payable In his home town. 
Post was 
left without enough money to get back 
to California and with no means of 
support for ills wife and six children. 


County Officials In Quandary. 
Fort Worth, Aug. 12.—County offi­ 
cials are in a quandary over the dis­ 
covery that the Texas election law 
has evidently been violated unwitting­ 
ly in RO per cent 
of the counties in 
the selection of county 
Democratic

The amended law says chairmen shall 
be selected in primaries, which was 
not done in most cases, the officials 
are trying to determine what action 
is necessary to remedy the situation.
